over to the grand jury a s May or Be­ 
bout has not jurisdiction

The charge against Lee i> murder 
in the second degree, it being stated 
in the alfidavitt that he “ felonously , 
purposely and maliciously , but with­ 
out 
premediation, 
did 
kill 
and 
murder J oseph Clevenger, a human 
being by then and there unlawfully , 
feloniously 
and 
maliciously , 
bu( 
without premeditation, 
shooting at 
and against J oseph Clevenger with 
a rifle loaded with a charge of gun­ 
powder and one leaden bullet.” 


The filing of the charge of murder 
against the colored man came after 
the sensational developments of y es­ 
terday evening. 
When 
confronted 
with the litle, which was found near 
a straw sta ck on the S B. (Burney ) 
Anderson farm y esterda y , Lee iden­ 
tified it as belonging to him and con­ 
fessed that there was no third party 
to the shooting. 
This, of 
course, 
completely ex onerated Luther Butts 
and he was released from jail. 


Prosecutor Smith 
and 
Coroner 
Barnett, took the rifle to the ja il at 
three-thirty o'clock y esterday a fter­ 
noon and at four-fifteen o’clock had 
the complete story from , Lee. 
The 
developments came thick and fast 
and the climax was 
reached 
this 
morning with the tiling <>f the murder 
(diarge. 
The negro seemed surprised 
that the rifle had been found 
and 
made no attempt to deny that it was 
the one by which Clevenger met his 
death. 


After identify ing the rifle Lee told 
the officers the true version of the 
affair, or at least what is believed 
to be a true recital. 
lie first cleared 
Butts by sta ting that the story re­ 
garding the third party was all a lie 
and that he and 
Clevenger 
were 
alone at the time of the shooting, 
lie stated that Clevenger 
and 
he 
were struggling for possession of the 
rifle and that during the scuffle the 
gutl ex ploded. 
A" soon as the shot 
was fired Clevenger 
released 
his 
hold, according to the negro, 
and 
whirled around. 
The negro stated 
that he did not wait to see whether 
Clevenger fell for he ran 
just 
as 
soon sis the shot was fired. 


The story told y esterday by the 
negro was the same a s the one first 
told, with the ex ception of the fa cts 
about the actual shooting and the

Hoosier History In Tabloid 


(Prepared by the United Press from 
records in the State Library.) 


With cries of election fraud going 
up from every section of Indiana it 
is interesting to note the first elec­ 
tion ever held in Indiana and its 
simplicity. 
It w a s followed by no 
recounts, contempt 
proceedings 
or 
libel suits for it was merely a minor 
detail in tin* rugged and picturesque 
life of its frontiersmen. 
John Todd as 
County-Lieutenant 
of the County of Illinois, which in­ 
cluded what is now known as Indi­ 
ana, ordered the first election of civil 
officers in 1771). 
It was 
the 
first 
election ever held in Indiana. 
This election came only after In­ 
diana had been the scene of a fron­ 
tier war with many changing fo r­ 


tunes. 
The French had colonized it 
to claim tin* land for France, convert 


tin* Indiana and get the fur trade. 
Their frontiersmen consisted of the 
soldier, the 
priest and 
the trailer. 
They discouraged agriculture. 


In 1763 France ceded this terri­ 
tory t<> England a s a result of the 
French anil Indian war. The English 
held this until 1778 when 
George 
Roger Clark made his famous con­ 
quest. 
England 
a ls o 
discouraged 
agricuttire being interested in the 
fu r trade. 
General Clark was the hero of the 
Indiana district during the Revolu­ 
tionary war. 
With the 
lives of 
American frontiersmen 
endangered 
continually by raids of the Indian 


allies of the English, he established a 
military frontier. 
Vincennes, Fort 
Wayne and Lafayette, under differ­ 
ent names— were the centerpoints of 
this time. 


At this plant practically all of the 
university printing is done, at a sav ­ 
ing which amounts to considerable in 
the course of a year. 
The

serves as a laboratory for students 
in the school of Journalism. 
The new plant enables courses to 
be given in the mechanical side of 
journalism as well as the courses in 
the reportorial work.

4.— Advise is 
given housewives by a bulletin pre­ 
pared for the United Press by the 
department of home economies of 
Purdue university. 
The subject is 
“Serving the Meal.” 
If the housewife would spend more 
time on (the serving and less time on 
the cooking, the meal would often 
be more satisfactory in many ways, 
is one of the surprising statements. 
Tlicf bulletin then takes up tin* con­ 
sideration of table linen. 
“ It is poor economy to buy cotton, 
for cotton tablecloths collect 
dirt 
much easier than linen because of 
the fuzzy surface,” states the bulle­ 
tin. 
“ Linen tableeloths cost more in 
the beginning but they wear 
much 
longer.” 
Red cotton cloths should 
he avoided because they do not show 
the dir! and often become insanitary 
before they are washed. 


“Good manners 
and a neat ap­ 
p e a r a n c e are not to be expected at a 
table where the dishes and silver are 


put on in a haphazard manner” it 
continues. 
The 
bulletin 
admits 
there is a conflict <>f authorities con­ 
cerning arrangement of silver, but 
says that some system 
should be 
t allowed. 
Plain white dishes 
are 
recom­ 
mended. 
Large designs are said to 
beccmo 'tiresome. 
Gaudily decorat­ 
ed dishes should never he purchased. 
The bulletin recommends that the 
meal he served in courses to avoid 
the overburdened appearance often 
caused when all the food is serried 
at »»nee. 
A few minutes devoted to 
the changing of dishes will prevent 
th<* diner- from eating too rapidly— 
an Ameican trait, according to the 
bulletin. 
“When removing plates go to the 
right band side of tin* guest. 
Plates 
should a l s o be placed from the right 
hand side. 
In passing a serving dish 
from which each person is to help 
himself, it should he passed from the 
left hand. 
In this way, the person 
being served will he able to use the 
right hand without twisting the body.

Tliui Henry county 
may have a 
murder

result of the 
death o f Edward T. Manning, 
age 
thirty-eight years, at his home at the 
edge of Knightstown, October 10, is 
indicated from rumors at Newcastle 
that his death was something more 
than accidental and that the grand 
jury will likely investigate. 
Coroner Weaver of Henry county 
tiled a verdict October 12 to the e f­ 
fect that 
Manning 
met his 
death 
through being kicked by a Belgian 
sorrel mare, fracturing his skull, one 
and one-half inches above the m as­ 
toid process on the left side of the 
head. 
Two witnesses were examined 
by the coroner in his investigation. 
It is now rumored that possibly 
Manning was not kicked by a horse, 
and that probably he was murdered. 
It is said that Manning was found 
unconscious in the barn and that he 
was carried to the house and died in 
the afternoon of the same day with­ 
out recovering consciousness.

“A judgment note is a promissory 
note and is required to be stamped 
as such.

“Receipts 
accepted 
in 
lieu 
of 
promissory notes, 
as 
evidence 
of 
money loaned, must be stamped as 
promissory notes. 
“Promissory notes under seal are 
taxable the same as other promis­ 
sory notes and not a s bonds. 
“Cheeks used in lieu of 
promis­ 
sory notes must be stamped at the 
rate of 2 cents per $100. 
“Where a note 01* notes with de­ 
tached interest coupon 
notes 
are 
given, each coupon note requires a 
stamp in addition to 
the 
stamp 
placed on the principal note. 
“Interest 
coupons 
attached 
to 
bonds and surrendered as receipts 
for interest paid do not 
require 
a 
stamp. 
“No stamp is required upon the 
transfer by indorsement of promis­ 
sory notes. 
“Where notes secured by a deed of 
trust are used as collateral, the deed 
of trust and the notes are 
required 
to be stumped, not on the basis •»! 
their face value, but' 011 the amount 
for which they are pledged (that is to 
say, the memorandum of their pledge 
must he so stumped.) 
This pledge 
of notes and deed of trust does not 
require to be stamped again because 
of renewals of the notes held a s col­ 
lateral. if the pledge itself is not re­ 
newed. 
“Promissory 
notes 
which 
have 
matured and have been allowed to 
run without suitf are held not to be 
renewed by the payment of interest. 
This i-« looked upon as a ‘forbear­ 
ance’ and not a s a renewal, the lad­ 
der not relinquishing his right 
of 
action tor any stated period.” 
It is also understood that some of 
the old regulations of 1808 relating 
to insurance contracts will hold un­ 
der the new emergency revenue law,
